attacks.

they had managed to hold off 
the rebel planes. 
The rebel air force suffered a 
setback Saturday when one of 
its four planes, a DC3 trans­ 
port, crashed and burned. One 
eyew itness said the plane went 
down with one engine smoking 
near La Cruz after being hit by 
a loyalist rifleman. 
THE GENERAL STAUP said 
the situation in the Santa Rosa 
area was "definitely in our fa­ 
vor." 
But Fernando Fournier. Costa 
Rican undersec retary of foreign ; 
affairs, told the OAS Council 
in W ashington last night that 
urgent 
steps were 
needed 
to 
“end the aggression of which 
my poor defenseless country is 
a victim." 
An OAS 
investigating com­ 
mission which has been check­ 
ing developm ents here w as to 
leave today for Managua. N ica­ 
ragua, to continue efforts to pin 
down blame for the outbreak. 
The commission, which

sent observers to Liberia and 
other bombed towns, said “reb­ 
el aviation, due to planes of 
foreign origin, continues with 
u n d ilu te d control of the air 
over the combat zones. 
From across the bonier N ica­

the revolt was “one hundred per 
cent Costa Rican and inside the

He said the OAS commission 
should have come to Nicaragua 
first "because we are the ac­ 
cused.

Science h as made us valuable 
gifts in th ese drugs wh ich figh t 
infections of many kinds, but we 
must recognize th at th ere can 
be uncomfortable and sometimes 
v ery serioug side effects. About 
four or five p er cent of p eop le 
wh o are given antibiotics h av e 
allergic skin reactions such as 
h ives, rash , or oth er outbreaks.

lf hat Is This Regulation ? 


Sixteen years after a 1938 law was passed, a new 
interpretation of some of its words now forces the 
Federal Power Commission to do what it has 
eleven times refused to do—try to fix the price 
that an interstate pipeline pays the 5000 com­ 
peting producers who find the gas and get it from 
the ground. 


Will This Regulation Reduce 
Our Gas Bills ? 


Hardly. Only about 10% of the average gas bill 
goes to the producer who finds the gas and sells 
it. The other 90% pays for constructing, main­ 
taining and operating the long-distance pipelines 
and local distribution systems—already regulated. 


How W ill Regulation Affect Supply? 


It will reduce the supply. Most natural gas is 
produced by “wildcatters" and other independ­ 
ents. They are used to keen competition and big 
risks. But put them under Federal controls— 
with permits, endless forms, licenses, hearings 
and suits—and the work of exploration Is sure 
to suffer. Three new pipeline projects to bring 


gas to more consumers have been suspended since 
regulation took effect. 


Hasn't Gas Always Been Regulated? 


Gas distribution, yea. It makes sense to have only 
one pipeline bring gas to a community—and one 
gas company distribute it in the community. Both 
do a good, efficient job for you, and as monopolies 
they are naturally regulated.

Certain effects o f co nsiderable po litical 
co nsequence may fo llo w. The Aug ust do l­

But that v ery fact means 
hat the preno minatio n perio d will be ex ­ 
ended. adding to the strain and tensio n and 
x rhaps bitterness in a hard-fo ug ht, o pen 
jarty co ntest.

President o r an almo st 
equally well-kno wn natio nal fig ure, the 
campaig n tasks will be so mewhat simplified.

It will be easier 
for a no minee to plung e fro m this atmo s­ 
phere directly into a hig h-g ear campaig n o f 
six or sev en weeks. 
Mo st po liticians seem to think the situa­ 
tio n is made to o rder fo r an incumbent par­ 
ticularly , who need spend no time building 
himself up. By the same to ken, they be­ 
liev e a relativ e unkno wn will be hard- 
pressed to make impact o n the peo ple in 
so sho rt a time. Therefo re, they feel that 
when familiar fig ures are ruled o ut, the 
build-up will hav e to start mo nths befo re 
the actual co nv entio ns. 
A few’ po liticians dissent, arg uing that 
with co ncentrated telev isio n and whirlwind 
airplane campaig n tactics any candidate 
can be put acro ss in the av ailable time. If 
this is really so , it sho uld be o bv io us that 
to be successful such a driv e must rely upo n 
the mo st sharply refined po litical tech­ 
niques co nceiv able. 
Apply ing all this to the specific case o f 
19 56, thp po liticians are say ing with so me 
reaso n that if President Eisenho wer is a 
candidate fo r re-electio n his already g reat 
adv antag e—g ro wing o ut o f his po pularity — 
will be multiplied. If he is no t g o ing to run, 
party leaders think the GOP sho uld waste 
no time in building up a successo r candi­ 
date.

Come w ar or peace, come depi-essions or in­ 
flations, the first problem that faces the head of 
any family is food, shelter and shoes for the baby, 
and that applies to professors as to everybody 
else. 
Big money generally goes to those who earn 
money. For instance, Milton Berle receives more 
pay than the President of the United States, but 
Uncle Miltie can only make it as long as his 
particular antics sell cars or gasoline or w hat­ 
ever wares he projects. Similarly, the top lawyer 
in any law office is the man who brings in the 
business; he may not be the best lawyer. Pro ­ 
fessors do not bring in the business. They have 
no box office appeal. Thousands of students do 
not leave homes and schools to listen to the wis­ 
dom of any professor. 
So, as things go today, considering taxes and 
the high cost of living, professors are very poorly 
paid, and unless they get jobs as consultants o r 
W Tite text-books, they have a hard time of it 
and grow dissatisfied. They must sometimes won­ 
der why it is that Jack McGluck who never got 
over a C in his life is able to buy his wife a mink 
coat, while he. Professor McSo-and-so, who got A's 
in the same courses, was ambitious enough to 
reach for a Ph.D. and is now one of the most dis­ 
tinguished men in his field in all the world, still 
is wearing a tux that he was able to buy 10 
yea rs ago. 
It is delightful to be famous among one’s own 
kind, but what is his influence? When he takes 
a walk on Filth Avenue, nobody knows that he 
exists, but a mob follows Gloria Vanderbilt and 
Frank Sinatra who have contributed nothing to 
civilization. 
A recent report shows that these are the sal­ 
aries in the leading colleges; 
Columbia—Full professors, $9 ,000 to $15,000; 
associate professors, $6,000 to $7,500: assistant 
professors, $4,000 to $5,500; instructors. $3,600 to 
$3,8 00. 
H arvard—Full professors, $10,000 to $17,000; 
minimum for associate professors, $6,500; mini­ 
mum for assistant professors, $5,000; instructo r’s 
average, $4,000. 
Princeton—No maximums; minimums are: full 
professors, $9 ,000; associate professors, $7,000; 
assistant professors, $4,500; instructors, $3,500. 
When one realircs that any man who can get 
the job of teaching in any one of these universi­ 
ties must put in at least six or seven years of 
preparation after leaving high school—to get the 
lowest of these jobs—the pay is distressingly in­ 
ferior. Not only that, but a teacher in a univer­ 
sity must continue his studies all his life. In his 
early years, he is asked to be close to his students 


j which may mean hav ing some ot them to tea or j 
boor; he must belong to learned societies in his 
field; he must dress decently and occasionally 
i 
dine his colleagues. He is expected to be broadly 1 
cultured which means that he buys books and j 
records and listens to lectures—everything costs 
money in this w’orld. 
There are corruptive possibilities in the gen- ! 
teel poverty of our learned men. If they behave 
themselves, do not quarrel, never bcome contro- , 
versial. it is easier to get grants from Foundations, 
consultant iobs from the government or cor­ 
porations. But why should a searcher for the, 
truth not In' a controversial person? 
Charles* A. Beard, when he was a orofcssor 
at Columbia, got into a controversy with President 
William Howard Taft because he wrote a book, 
■ “An Economic Interpretatio n of the Constitution 
of the United States.” Beard was the most con­ 
troversial professor at the University at that time, 
but the rumors were that Nicholas M urray But­ 
ler was going to throw him out. We students were 
preparing to put on a grand demonstration for i 
him and he made a speech which I have remem­ 
bered all my life. In this speech. Beard told 
qbout his farm in Indiana and said; “As long as 
there is corn in Indiana and hogs to eat the corn, 
• Charlie Beard will bow to no man.” And he never 
did. 
But suppose a professor has neither corn nor 
hogs but only a tremendous reservoir of knowl­ 
edge 
docs he have to risk his family every time j 
he feels the urge to say what he believes to be 
the truth?

GETTING HEART PATIENT TO WORK 
On Saturday we were discussing “W hat May 
Cause a H eart Neurosis” and we found that many 
persons who feared heart disease always had been 
"high strung and exceedingly nervous.” Further in­ 
formation on this aspect of heart disease is avail­ 
able from a News Release of the American Heart 
Association reporting on the problems of resto r­ 
ing heart patients to work discussed at a World 
Congress of heart specialists. 
“The role of emotional factors in creating 
needless invalidism was pointed out in several re­ 
ports. In 46 per cent of the cases studied at the 
Cleveland Clinic, emotional considerations were 
as important as the limitations of the hearf, dis­ 
ease itself.” 
Dr. Abraham Jezer, reporting on a rehabili- 
tion project conducted at the famous Altro W ork­ 
shops in the Bronx, New York, observed from his 
experience there that no more than about 30 
per cent of those thought to be “disturbed” be­ 
cause of heart disease really have serious heart 
disease and that of these, at least half need not 
be disabled. In these workshops, “disabled” heart 
patients between the ages of 18 and 60 were put 
on a carefully supervised work schedule which 
was gradually increased to a full seven-work day, 
after which they were helped to obtain jobs in 
industry. 
Other research workers had found that, except 
for extremely heavy labor, almost all the physical 
activities required in performing a job appear to 
be within the capacity of most people with heart 
disease. The key to the successful employment of 
the cardiac (heart patient) is a system of selective 
placement or work classification, in which the 
requirement of any particular job are matched 
to the individual’s physical abilities. Describing 
the experiences of the Work Classification Clinic 
of the Cleveland Area Heart Society, it was found 
that during the past four years, 75 per cent 
ithree-quarters) of 535 cardiacs, representing all 
occupations, have been returned to gainful em­ 
ployment. 
With what results? Follow-up studies have re­ 
vealed that those who returned to work not only 
performed safely and productively in a variety of 
occupations but, among this group, improvement 
in heart condition and occupational position was 
two or three times more frequent than any worsen­ 
ing of the patient. 
It is pointed out that there is great importance 
to a team approach to figure out the cardiac’s 
work capacity, including the specialized service 
of experts, including the heart specialist, social 
worker, vocational counselor and others.

Detroit, Jan. 17 
A new 
pian to combat new car bootleg­ 
ging has been devised by General 
Motors Corp. 
The 18,500 dealers and dis­ 
tributors in the GM merchandiz­ 
ing organization were advised to- 
dav the corporation is “prepared 
to repurchase or arrange the re­ 
purchase by other General Mo­ 
tors dealers'’ of any new and un­ 
used cars considered to be ex­ 
cess supply" 
H arlow H. Curtice, GM presi­ 
dent. said the new plan is “w ith­ 
in the framework of existing 
laws," and the “best alternative 
we can devise” for the contrac­ 
tual clause GM proposed last 
April. 
A GM proposal that a repur­ 
chase clause be included in the 
« oiling contract between GM and 
its dealers was turned down last 
April by the Justice Department. 
The 
n e w e s t proposal is entirely 
optional witli the dealer and is 
not part of the selling agree­ 
ment. 
(New car “bootlegging" is the 
wholesaling of new 
units by 
franchised dealers to used car 
lots and other unauthorized out­ 
lets. It attained substantial pro­ 
portions in 1954) 
Curtice said the record for 
1954 confirmed his earlier asser­ 
tions that there was no overpro­ 
duction factor in GM’s business 
last year. There was no excess 
supply of cars during the 1954 
model clean-up period, he added. 
And for 1955. he said, “there 
is nothing in the picture at this 
time to indicate any material 
change 
in the business, other 
than for the better.”

Detroit, Jan. 17 UP'— A new 
plan to combat new car bootleg­ 
ging has been devised by General 
Motors Corp. 
The 18,500 dealers and dis­ 
tributors in the GM merchandiz­ 
ing organization were advised to­ 
day the corporation is '’prepared 
to repurchase or arrange the re­ 
purchase by other General Mo­ 
tors dealers” of any new and un­ 
used cars considered to be ex­ 
cess supply.” 
Harlow ll. Curtice, GM presi­ 
dent, said the new plan is “with- 
n the framework of existing 
laws,” and the "best alternative 
we can devise” for the contrac­ 
tual clause GM proposed last 
April. 
A GM proposal that a repur­ 
chase clause be included in the 
•celling contract between GM and 
its dealers was turner! down last 
April by the Justice D erailm ent. 
The newest proposal is entirely 
optional with the dealer and is 
not part of the selling agree­ 
ment.

lots and other unauthorized out­ 
lets. It attained substantial pro­ 
portions in 1954 > 
Curtice said the record for

model clean-up period, he added.

Forces Child to Hide His

At dinner tonight, we and our husband skid into an angry 
argum ent. 
It begins when we tell him th at we’ve accepted our sisters 
invitation for Sunday dinner. He says that we can count him 
out. He says th at if he’d known he'd have to cat Sunday dinner 
with our sister for the rest of his life, he'd have gone to sea in­ 
stead of getting m arried. 
We feel great indignation. We cry. “Do as you like! I will not 
hurt my sister because you’re sorry you m arried me!” M uttering 
something incoherent, the man we love shoves aside his plate and 
drives off to a downtown diner to get his supper. 
Later, we slap our small son. In his bedroom, instead of get­ 
ting down to the business of undressing, Davy insists on pestering 
us with idiotic questions. 
He wants to know why the bathroom glass would have broken 
if he’d dropped it. He w ants to know what we'd do if he turned 
into a little pig like the one on the picture book beside his bed. 
And he presses for answers so stubbornly th at we lose our tem ­ 
per. 
This is u n d e b a ta b le . We are too preoccupied with our own 
disturbed feelings to recognize them in Davy. So in his pester­ 
ing questions, we can see only silliness instead of the anxiety 
they really express. 
David is not. of course, seeking inlorm ation on glass or pigs 
Tire questions he w ants to ask are, “Why did you and daddy shout 
at each other? If you hate each other, w hat will happen to m e?” 
He dares not ask these questions. We have given him cause to 
feel that any inquiry into our quarrel with his father is taboo. So 
he expresses his forbidden anxiety in inquiries that fail to ex­ 
press it. 
Thus, by our example of concealment of feeling, we teach him 
to conceal his. 
If we can't adm it our annoyance with Davy’s father to him. 
w'e m ust be very' angry indeed. Cert airly, ii we accept it as inci­ 
dental to norm al hum an give-and-take, we should have no trouble 
in m aking it acceptable to Davy. 
And to his anxious, m isdirected questions, we should be able 
to say. “Are you scared that daddy and I are going to stay mad 
at each o th er’ Don’t be. We don’t stay mad at you very long, do 
w e?” 
There should be no taboo subjects for children’s questions. 
Though we have the right to choose our answers, they have the 
right to open inquiry.
